GENERAL AGRERMENT 
DRAFT. 


1,—The Chinese Government to agree 
to the inclusion in the Shanghai Inter- 
nativnal Settlement under the provisions 
of the exis Land Regulations of 
the following areas :— 
(a) Tho area enclosed between the 
Fhanghai-Napking Railway on the 
North, the International Settlement 
‘on the Bast and the Soochow Creek 
‘on the South and West, the whole of 
the Railway line and existing yards 
to be ontside the boundary. 
(6) The area enclosed between the 
Shbanghai-Naoking Railway, the Saw- 
jinkiang or Saw-jin Creek and the 
resent boundary of the Settlement to 
Poconsidered as within the Settlement 
‘and to be subject tv Municipal Police 
control, 
(¢) Tho area enclosed between the 
Soochow Creek on tle North, the 
existing International Settlement on 
the Kast, the Siccawei and Hungjso 
Roads on the South and the projected 
Joop-line connecting the Shanghai 
Nanking aud Sbanvhai-Hangchow 
Railways from the Soochow Creek to. 
its intersection with the Hungjao 
Road on the West. 
2.—The Soochow Creek to be under 
the control of the Municipal Police so 
far as it lies within or forms the bound- 
ary of the cettlement. The Whang- 
poo Conservancy Board shall be respon- 
sible for the conservancy of the Creek 
and a free jassage wey for Chinese 
Inunches and other craft shall be ms 
tained on it. Subject to due notice 
being given to the Cvuncil the Chinese 
Government to have the right to use 
those portions of the waterway which lie 
within or form the boundary of the 
Settlement for the transport of troops 
to and from Soochow. 

3.—The Chinese Goveroment are of 
opinion that in theory the Municipal 
Council should include several Chinese 
members to deal jointly with matters 
affecting Chinese in the whole Settle- 
ment, but recogaising that the existing 
Land Regulations preclade sach inclu- 
sion, they accept ia the meantime the 
Advisory Board provided in Article IV 
8 a satisfactory substitute uotil Chinese 
representation on the Council may 
become feasible. 

4.—The Chinese Advisory Board re- 
ferred to in the preceding Article to 
t of two nominees of the Niogpo 
Id, two nominees of the Canton 
Guild and one nominee of the Special 
Envoy for Foreign Affairs or of the 
highest local Chinese authority in 
































Shanebsi. The nomination of the 
Members of the Board to be subject to 
the veto of the Consular Body. The 
duties of this Board to be confined to 
advising at the request of the Municipal 
Council on all matters affecting the 
interests of the Chinese residents in the 
whole Settlement and to making repre- 
sentations to the Council with 
thereto. The members of the Chinese 
Advisory Board when giving advice and 
making representations to the Municipal 
Council must do so in unison and they 
will not be allowed to act independently. 

5.—If in the future the land-tax 
levied on Chinese-owned property out-

purposes described above, proceedings 
will at once be taken to arrest the 
accused and if satisfactory evidence as 
to identity and guilt be produced before 
the Mixed Court the accused will be 
deported by sea at tho expense of the 
Chinese Government. 


Ta the caso of a Chinese taking refuge 
in the Settlement who is accused by # 
responsible Chinese authority of some 
crime, serious offence or breach of the 
laws of a non-political character com- 
mitted ontside the limits of the Settle- 
ment, the authorities of the Settlement 
agree that such person shall be 
arrested and they will on proof of bis 
identity to the satisfaction of the Mixed 
Court order him to be handed over to 
the Chinese authorities. 


All persons deported from the Inter- 
national Settlement under this agree- 
ment will be warned that if they attempt 
to re-enter the Settlement, they will be 
handed over to the Chinese anthorities 
without further proceedings.

The 
building itself may have been adequate 
for the needs of the Court when it was} 
built ia 1899 but Shanghai has grown 
to such an extent since then that exten~ 
sions are urgently required. _ 

There are three methods by which 
the congestion at the Court may be

.—Increase of accommodation. ‘The 
Court compnand is large enough but 
better use might be made of it. The 
present bnildiog was opened on Septem- 
ber 18, 1899. In that year the Settle- 
ment was extended io its present 
boundaries and the increaso in the 
population since then is well-known, 
To 1893 the namber of persons arrested 
and charged at the Court was 24.037 
whereas in 1914 it was 47,998 or} 
practically double the figare for 1899.
